So many French 
Emiffaries had not been fo fuccefsful among us, in feducing 
away from their Mother Country, their Families, and natu- 
ral Intereft, fuch vaft Numbers of our beft Artificers in 
that Way under falfe Promifes and Tokens! So many fuperb 
Ships of War could not have menaced Defiance to us from 
the Ports of Toulon and Breff; nor the Marine of France 
put upon fuch a formidable Footing as to become a Terror 
to the native Country of thofe Artifts who fit them out! 
And all this done under the very Eye of our Superiors, 
without the leait Endeavour to reftrain the Mifchief big 
with inevitable Danger, and perhaps the Deftru&tion of 
Great Britain; for that France has far other Views in im- 
proving her Marine than for her Pleafure only, is obvious 
toall. What means her Affiduity and uncommon Appli- 
cation in her vaft Preparation in this Way, but to put her- 
felf on a refpeftable Footing, and avert the Difafters that 
attended her at Sea in the laft War ; nay, perhaps to infule 
as on our Coafts, and face us in our Ports. There wasa 
Time when France durft not build a fingle Ship of War 
without Leave from the Briti/> Court, or offer an Injury 
to any fingle Britif@ Subje&, much lefs feduce fo many 
away to build Fleets to brave their own Country. In thofe 
Days of Britifo Glory, France would have been compelled 
to reftore the Artificers fhe had cajoled away and burn the 
feperb Labors of their Hands: But thofe were Days when 
factious Minifters durft not fet themfelves up in Oppofition 
to their Mafters, and had no other Power than what they 
derived from their Commands and the Good of the Public, 


As his Majefty’s Government is happily fupported by 
the Wifdem of a very able Miniftry, it is to be hoped, if

Confiderable Damage was done to the Houfe of 
Davis, Efg; in Abingdon-Buildings, Weftminiter ; the 
Family were drinking Tea in the back Parlour and in- 
ftantly the Windows were all fhattered to Picces, the Win- 
dow-Shutters fell into the Room, and all the Tea Things 
broke to Pieces, and the Partitions all fcorched. At ano- 
ther Hovfe in the fame Place it {plita Stack of Chimnies, 
and did confiderable Damage to te other Houfes in the 
Neigibourhood. 

We are informed that very great Damage was done in 
Kent by the Thunder and Lightning particularly near Sit- 
tingbourn, 17Sheep belonging to one Perfon was found 
dead next Morning ; and feveral others fuffered the like. 

A Perfon at Lambeth was ftruck both blind and deaf by 
the Thunder and Lightning. 

Hinton Brown, Efq; going over Clapham Common, in 
his Chariot, a Clap of Thunder fhatter’d the Front and 
side Glaffes of the fame to Pieces, but happily did no Da- 
mage to him or his Servants. 

A Man walking in Kennington Lane was ftruck dead by 
the Lightning. 

Near the fame Place, a large Mulberry Tree was fplit 
quite thro’ by the Lightning. ‘There were feveral Perfons 
under it, in order to fhelter themfelves from the Rain, but 
none were hurt.
